Bourbon Circuit Court. 

Judge Stout convened th*» Circuit 
Court Tuesday morning and the com- 
monwealth docket was taken up. The 
call of the docket which was the re|J 
suit of a number of indictments found 
at the last term of court, revealed a 
large number of bills against the 
saloon keepers of Paris for selling 
liquor to minors. In everj instance 
the violators pleaded guilty to the 
charge against them and were given 
the minimum fine. When the call of 
the docket was completed almost sll 
the indictments were wiped out. 

Indictments against Ida Wiclox and 
Margaret Harrington, colored, were 
filed away pending their good behavior 
and the defendants were oriered to 
report to the court at the June term. 
Those againit Sallie VVarfield and Mil- 
j lie Christie were dismissed with leave 
to redocket. 

Sarah Lloyd, charged with maintain- 
ing a nuisanse, the indictments being 
found at the sitting of the grand jury 
in June, pleaded guilty to the charge 
and on one count was fined $150 while 
the other indictment was dismissed at 
the instance of Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Robert B. Franklin. Those of the 
saloon men who were fined for vio- 
laticn of the liquor laws were as fol- 
lows : 

John Johnson, one charge, $50 and 
costs; Will Cain dismissed. 

James Porter and Robert Spencer, 
two counts, $100; two charges dismiss- 
ed. 

John Dickey and C. B. McShane. 
two counts, $100 ; three charges dis- 
missed. 

Ed Slattery, two counts, $100 ; two 
charges dismissed. 

Albert Lyons, ona count, $50. 

George Duvall, one count, $50. 

E. F. Burnett, one count, $50. 

L. Saloshin, one count, $50. 

T. F. Steadman, one count. $50. 

No jury cases were tried and the 
jury was dismissed until this morning 
at 9 o'clock. The grand jury, which 
went into its session Monday morning, 
continued its deliberations until Wed- 
nesday afternoon when it adjourned 
for Thanksgiving to resume again this 
morning.

The iHauguration. 



The inauguration of Governor-elo.ct 
J3mes B. McCreary, which will take 
place on December 12, promises tu be 
the most noteworthy event in the his- 
tory of the Capitol city and the Exe- 
cutive Committee is exerting itself to 
the utmcst to make the event a grand 
success. 

The utter impossibility of extending 
to the individuals invitations to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies, parade, 
etc., incident to the inauguration has 
been realized and the committee is 
urging the citizens of the State, re- 
gardless of party affiliation, though a 
general invitation to take a part in 
the event. Ths invitation issued is as 
follows : 

"The Inauguration of James B. 
McCreary, as Governor, and Edwurd 
J. McDermott, as Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, will take place at the Capitol, 
Frankfort, at noon on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 12, 1911. 

"All Kentuckiana, regardless of 
party affiliation, are most cordially in- 
vited to attend the ceremonies incident 
to the Inauguration. 

"Clubs and other bodies that wish to 
participate should notify the Execu- 
tive Committee as soon as possible, in 
order that they may be assigned po- 
sitions in the parade." 



Investigation Will Proceed. 



That Morgan, Rockefeller and other 
trust magnates consider! themselves 
too sabred to be prosecuted for violat- 
ing the law has been known for some 
time. But that they considered them- 
selves too sacred to be even investi- 
gated was not known until the Stanley 
investigating committee was politely 
asked by the steel trust attorneys to 
abandon its inquiry because of the 
Wickersham suit to dissolve the trust. 

Should this request be gratified it 
would mean that the Wickresham suit 
is a god send to the trust, inasmuch 
as it sidetracks an horest and search- 
ing investigation of .a monopoly that 
Attorney General himself claims to be 
illegal. That the trust fear3 a con- 
tinuation ot the investigation by a 
committee that is not packed with 
special interest servers, more than it 
does a "suit to dissolve" conducted by 
an attorney general who was a former 
trust attorney, has been known for 
some time. 

Thanks to a Democratic majority on 
the Stanley c remittee, the investiga- 
tion will proceed. But wishing to be 
entirely iair to all concerned, the com- 
mittee has discontinued public hear- 
ings until a full committee can pass on 
the proposition. It [is already known 
that the committee favors a continu- 
ation of the probe.

Youtsey's Pardon Plea Refused. 

Another application to Governor 
Willson for a pardon of Henry Yout- 
sey, convicted of complicity in the 
murder of Wm. Goebel, has been refus- 
ed by Gov. Willson. He has refused 
the pardon once, hut in the last day cr 
two another application was made to 
him. 

The Governor says he believes You - 
sey fired the shot which killed GoebeJ*. 
therefore he would not consider the 
application. Gov. Willson said he be- 
lieved the killing of Goebel the most 
dastardly crime in the history of Ken- 
tucky and that it did the State much 
injury. 

Youtsey has been notified that he 
must resign as president of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society in the Frank- 
fort penitentiary, and Cu:t Jett, his 
rival for the honor, has b^cn notified 
that he cannot be a candidate. 

Col. E. E. Mudd, the warden of the 
prison, Monday told Youtsey and Jett 
that in the future there would be no 
elections in the Christian Endeavor 
Society, as the president would be ap- 
pointed by ths chaplain, the Rev. 
Walter Vreeland. 

The orders issued by Col. Mudd re- 
sulted from reports which reached him 
that Jett and Youtsey were seeking 
votes for the office of president of the 
society and had stirred up some feel- 
ing in the matter. 

Harrison Growers and Ten-Year 
Pool. 

President Clarence LeBus and Vice 
President A. L. Ferguson, of the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Society, met in Cynthiana 
Friday with tobacco growers of Harri- 
son county at the court bouse and 
after explaining in full the provisions 
of the ten-year pooling contract, dis- 
cussed the question of a ten-year pool, 
distributed contracts, obtained unani- 
mous consent to have the Executive 
Committee of the Burley Society at 
Lexington amend the present contract 
so that it may permit tobacco growers 
to prize their tobacco in their harns.

Fif- 
teen minutes later, Jack says, a party 
of men, composed of Kenneth Murphy, 
Harry Heath and Alma Weed, came to 
the Jack home. They were armed 
and they covered Jack and command- 
ed him to remain in the room where 
he was. George Weed told Sellers to 
get up.

— Robbing immigrants 
and emigrants has long been a rec- 
ognized Industry around the docks of 
New York and proprietors of lodging 
houses have been taking money away 
from these people coming and going. 
Two laws recently became operative 
by which lodging house keepers will 
be compelled to give the arriving and 
departing persons of foreign birth 
something like the equivalent for 
money received. 

Foreigners arrive all the year 
around, but those who depart for a 
visit to the old country generally be- 
gin coming to New York about Octo- 
ber 1 and continue coming until the 
Christmas holidays. Then the steer- 
age begins to bring them back, and by 
March nearly all are again In this 
country and ready to go to work. 

Under the old system, runners for 
the lodging houses boarded the steam- 
ers and went through the steerage pas- 



sengers looking for victims. No mat- 
ter what country the arriving emi- 
grant came from, there was some run- 
ner to talk to him In his native lan- 
guage. 

When the boat had docked the run- 
ners led their victims to some lodg 
ing house, where they were made wel- 
come as long as they had money. It 
often happened that an immigrant 
bound for some inland town and pro- 
vided with a railway ticket would be 
detained in New York as long as he 
had money and then loaded on a train 
to go hungry to his destination. Those 
who go back to the "old country" in 
the fall on a visit are not so easy. 
Agents of the lodging houses, how- 
ever, meet western trains, sometimes 
riding several hours out fro;:) New 
York, in search of customers. Persons 
thus obtained as patrons for a lodg- 
ing house were furnished every oppor- 
tunity to see New York while wait 
Ing for the steamer and a good many 
of them were out of money when 
sailing time came. 

Under the new laws the runners are 
no longer allowed to board boats or 
swarm around the docks soliciting pat- 
ronage and every lodging house keeper 
has to furnish a bond for the fair 
treatment of his patrons.

CHICAGO — Rev. Henry If. McDowell 
has pieached his last sermon at the 
Woodlawn Park Congregational church 
He resigned because certain members 
of the church objected to his action in 
donning overalls and working as an- 
express messenger at $18 a week to 
augment his salary of $120 a month 
from the church. ' ' , 

That manual labor lowered the dig- 
nity of the pastor, was the objection 
made by the members of the church, 
and according to friends of the pastor, 
while they were unable to have him 
ousted from the pulpit, they made 
things so unpleasant for him that he 
resigned. 

The pastor's resignation and the dis- 
closure of the actions of the members 
who forced it, has caused so much in 
dignation toward them on the part of 
other members of the church that they 
have withdrawn their memberships. 



The objectors were members of two 
families, the heads of which were trus- 
tees of the church. 

"The Master I have been serving for 
20 years as a pastor was a carpenter," 
said Rev. Mr. McDowell. "It did not 
lower his dignity to do manual labor, 
and I do not think he would object to 
my being an express messenger so 1 
could pay my honest debts. 

• It was impossible for me to keep 
our family on the $1,440 a year I re- 
ceived from the church. 1 have six 
children. Each of them contributes to 
the church, yet none of them was 
earning money. Each of them attend- 
ed the church suppers and socials, pay- 
ing at them out of, my salary. 

"Then came serious illness, and. last 
spring. 1 found myself $230 in debt. 
Casting about for uieans of paying 
this sum, and certain that 1 could not 
pay it out of my salary. I found that I 
could add $18 a week to my income 
by becoming an express messenger. I 
consulted with one of the trustees and 
he told me it would be all right for me 
to accept. I did accept, and my doing 
so raised a storm of protest Finally 
it became so unpleasant that rather

to stop the trouble by resigning."

TOPEKA, Kan. — Ever hear of a corn- 
fed, pedigreed catfish? Kansas has 
some and is going to have more 
Prof. L. L. Dyche, curator of the Nat- 
ural History . museum of the State 
university and state fish and game 
warden, has undertaken to improve 
the breed of catfish by the methods 
employed by expert breeders in im- 
proved hogs, cattle, sheep and chick- 
ens and the methods advised by so- 
ciorogists to improve th« human race 
— careful selection of mates. 

At the state fish hatchery at Pratt 
they are growing corn-fed catfish 
that are as much of an improvement 
over the ordinary catfish, just by feed- 
ing alone, as the catfish Is better than 
a buffalo as far as food value Is con- 
cerned. The corn-led Kansas steer 
and hog bring the highest prices in the 
markets. 

"We have one small pond at the 
catchery that is flooded and lined with 
cement," said Prof. Dyche. 'After tin, 
spawning season is over at:d the little 
fish are old enough that they don't 
need the mother's care, we take the 
big ones out of the spawning ponds 
and put them into this cement pond, 
where we can feed them and they can 





not eat the little ones. The worst 
trouble we have in a fish hatchery is 
the o-d fish eating young ones. 

"lu this cement pond we put among 
other varieties, a large number of cat- 
fish. Bass eat live food, frogs, fiah 
worms, snakes and such, while the 
crappie and catfish live chiefly on veg- 
etables. Every day we put chopped 
commeat and cornbread Into that pond 
for the catfish. We put little goldfish 
and small carp Into it for the bass 
The crappie eat corn and other vege- 
tables and if he gets real hungry he 
will eat carp or beef, liver or grasshop- 
pers. 

"We have catfish in other ponds 
that are not fed on corn and we have 
been eating both the corn -fed catfish 
ana those that are not corn fed and 
there is all the difference ha the world 
in the flavor of the two."

Italics. 

Italics were first used about A. D

The Roman Saturnalia, which oc- 
curred in the winter solstice, were a 
season of great festivity and rejoicing, 
honored by many privileges and ex- 
emptions. The spirit of gaiety had 
free charter, and even quarrels were 
suspended, to be resumed after the 
holidays. 

As a manifestation of the gratitude 
felt at the renewed prospects of the 
returning march of the sun, gifts were 
exchanged and special hymns were 
sung. These latter were really the 
Roman representatives of the modern 
carol. 

At the Saturnalia the Roman feast- 
ed, sang and danced, as we do at 
Christmas. A ruler or king was ap- 
pointed, who enjoyed certain preroga- 
tives. He presided over the sports of 
the season. Probably he is the an- 
cestor of the lord of misrule, who ex- 
ercised a similar power in more re- 
cent times. 

Merriment was a matter of general 
concern, and the joyous spirit of en- 
tire districts is now narrowed to fam- 
ily parties.

He is survived by a young wife, his 
father and mother, six brothers and 
two sisters who reside at Elkatawa, 
Breathitt county
